Ilarrisburg, Pa., Sept. 11—Major Gen- 


eral Snowden, commanding the 
first 


brigade, reached Harrisburg this morning 
and waa at once placed In charge of the 
troops by Governor Hastings. The gov- 
ernor has postponed His visit to the Blue 
Mountains until the trouble at Hazleton 
is ended. 
Word was received at noon 


from Hazleton that General Cobin was 
on the scene and that several regiments 
had arrived, 


Orders were issued to General Sohall to 


have the first brigade ready to be moved 
on »n hour's notice. Lieutenant William 
F. Kichardson was placed in charge of 
the state arsenal last night, in the ab- 
sence ot Keeper Nesbitt, 
Lieutenant 


Richardson had all the equipment for the 
first brigade on the cars ready to move at 
7 o'clock this morning. The governor's 
troop of this city started at 7 o'clock this 
morning for the strike region and is to be 
followed in two hours by tha City Grays. 


The fourth and eights regiments rendez- 


voused in Harrisbi'rg this morning and 
were hurried through to Hazleton on 
special trains. None of the other regi- 
ments were ordered here, but were in- 
structed to proceed at once to Hazleton. 


The governor is in receipt of informa- 


tion that the brigade is practically inobi- 


'lized at Hazelton at 1 o'clock this after- 


noon. The first brigade will not be called 
out unless it is absolutely necessary. 


Hazleton, Pa,, Sept. 11—Nineteen dead 


and 41 wounded is the record of the Win- 
chesters wielded by the deputy sheriffs at 
Lattimer yesterday afternoon. 
Eleven 


of the unfortunate miners dropped dead 
in their tracks under the terrible battery. 
Four more died during the night and four 
were added to the record this morning. 


The work of identifying the dead was 


actively going on all night and is still so 
tar from complete that an accurate list of 
the victims will not be obtained for some 
time to come. 


The ninth regiment ot the third brigade 


under Colonel Dougherty of Wilkesbarre 
was the first detachment of the militia to 
arrive. They came in after 9 o'clock this 
morning and camped on the common in 
the centre of Hazleton. The Pittston, 
Lebanon and Mahoney men had not made 
their appearance afc 10 o'clock.

The fact is undisputed that many of 


the victims were shot through the back 
while flying from the guns of the depu- 
ties. The local police force has been con- 
siderably increased and has received orders 
from Chief Fuller to fitop the slightest 
attempt at disorder while Fuller does not 
anticipate any outbreak, yet from his 
long experience with the foreign element, 
he considers them weary and treacher- 
ous. Mayor Altmiller of Hazelton has 
been ill for some time and is now laid up 
with rheumatism. The physicians have 
flatly refused his desire to take a hand in 
the trouble.

The 
most conservative estimate places the list 
of dead at from 25to 35. The remains of 
what is supposed to be 10 person are con" 
fined in two caskets with nothing to 
identify them and it Is expected they will 
be buried here. 


Boston, September 11.—Everett Willis,

A Quaint Old Ceremonial Performed Trl- 


eunially In London. 


Only once in three yours does the qunint 


old ceremonial of the bcutiiiR of the towor 
bounds (duly observed on Ascension day 
this yoar) tnbo place. In the quiet, tree 
planted quadrangle against tho whtto tow- 
er a posse of yeoman warders assembled 
in their full uniform of scarlet, decorated 
with tbe Tudor device of the roge, sham- 
rock and thistle united, with ruffs and 
rosettes, and being joined by Lieutenant 
General Godfrey Clerk, lieutenant of the 
tower, they filed Into the historic chapfl 
of St. Petoi' ad Yinoulu, v;hcro Anno Bo- 
leyn and Catherine Howard Ho buried.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 11.—The 
strike 


situation reached a. terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latimer yesterday after- 
noon, when s. band of deputy sheHtrg 
fired into an infuriated mob of miners. 
The men fell like so many sheep, and the 
eM'iteinent since has been so intense that 
no arcurate fisnres of the 
dead and 


wounded can be obtained. Reports rtm 
from 15 to 20 odd killed, and 40 or more 
wounded. Many of these will die. One 
r.ian who reached the scene counted 13 
corpses. Four other dead He In thP 
mountains between Latlmer and Ilai'- 
Ipigli. Those who were not injured car- 
iled their dead and wounded friends into 
the woods, and an estimate is btiffled. 


Some of those known to be dead are: 


Mike Chcsloll, Harwood; Frank Cheka, 
ITarwood; John Stamska, Ciystal Ridge; 
George Kulick,, Harwood; Steve Hor- 
lick, Harwood. 


Among the injured are: GeorgeKrl'ho, 


Harwood, bullets through leg, hip and 
knee; John Karlovishi, shot In neck; 
Andrew Shabolick, shot in breast; John 
Kulloh, shot In stomach; John Dam- 
flrsko, shot in both legs; Goorge Ver- 
check, shot in both legs; John Forty, 
Eliot in head, will die; John Cleshok, 
shot in hip; Kazlmir Dulis, shot 
In 


breast; Jacob Kulsliot, shot thiough 
body, will die; Steve Brskukl, shot in 
body; John Koti, shot in arm and left 
Bldi?; Joseph iioblck, shot through back; 
John Trelbte, a deputy, shot In arm. 


The strikers left Hazleton 
at 
3:30 


o'clock, announcing" their intention to 
go to Latlmer. As soon as this became 
known, a band of deputies boarded a 
trolley car and went across the moun- 
tain, to where the 
conflict 
followed. 


After reaching Latlmer they left the 
car and formed Into three companies 
under Thomas Hail, E. A. Hess and 
Samuel B. Price. They drew up in line 
at the edge of the -village, with a fence 
and a^ine of houses in their rear. Sheriff 
Martin was In command, and he walked 
up and down in front of the line until the 
btrikers approached. They were seen 
coming across the rldge,g^nd 
Martin 


went'Out to meet them. The men drew 
up sullenly and listened In silence until 
he once more read the riot act. This 
finished, a low muttering arose among 
the foreigners, and there was a slight 
movement 
forward. Perceiving this, 


the sheriff stepped toward them, and in 
a determine;! tone forbade the advance. 
Someone struck the sheriff, and the next 
moment there was a command to the 
deputies to lire. 


The guna of the deputies instantly 


belched forth a terrible volley. The re- 
port seemed to shake the very moun- 
tains, and a roar of dismay went up from 
the people. Trre strikers were taken en- 
tirely by surprise, and as the men 
toppled and fell over each other those 
who remained unhurt stampeded. The 
men went down before the storm of bul- 
lets like ten-pins, and the groans of the 
dying- and of the wounded filled the air. 


Tbe excitement thai fallowed 
waa 


simply 
indescribable. 
The deputies 


ocemed to be terror-stricken at the dead- 
ly execution of their guns wnd, seeing 
th-e living strikers fleeing like wild men 
and others dropping to the earth, they 
went to the aid of the unfortunates 
whom they had brought down. 
The 


people of Latimer rushed pell-m^ll to 
th-p scene, but the screams of the wound- 
ed drowned the cries of tho sympathi- 
zing and half crazed inhabitants. 


A reporter who afterwards reached 


the scone found the road leading to Ijat- 
imer filled with groups <if frightened 
Hungarians. 
Some surrounded dyin1; 


comrades, and others, fearful of pur- 
suit, clung to the newcomer and begged 
his protection. 
At Farley's hotel there 


were two men lying on the porch. Both 
had been shot in the head, and one had 
three bullets in him. 
His groans and 


appeals for a doctor were heartrending. 
All along the road the wounded men 
who were ab!« to leave the scene of 
battle scattered themselves and sought 
th-e shade of the trees for protection, but 
there was no need of that then. 
Ap- 


proaching the place where the shooting 
occurred, people were met wringing their 
hands and bemoaning the catastrophe. 
They could not talk intelligently, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that in- 
formation could be gl-eaned. 


Along the bank of the trolley rnad 


rnpn lay in every position, some dead, 
others flying. 
Three bodies, face down- 


ward, lay alung the incline, and three 
others were but a short distance away. 
On the other side of the road as many 
more bodies lay. 
The schoolhouse was 


transformed into a temporary hospital, 
and some of the wounded were taken 
there. The colliery ambulance was sum- 
moned to the place as soon as possible, 
and immediately upon its arrival two 
men, 
both shot through the legs, were 


loaded into the wagon. 
All along the 


hillsido wounded men were found—on 
the green, on the roadside and in the 
fields. 
Many others who had been car- 


ried to a distance could not be found. 


As soon as the news of the shooting 


reached Hazleton there was conster- 
nation. 
Within 10 miilutes th-e streets 


were blocked with excited people. 
The

responded promptly.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 11.—When 


Sheriff iJVIartin arrived home he was 
cool and collected. 
He was met at thij

got into a cab and drove to the court- 
house, v here they were closeted tog-ether 
iur some tiRie. 
The sheriff was at first 


reluctant to say whether he had given 
the command to fire, but afterwards ad- 
mitted that he had. 


The sherUVs detailed statement is as 


follows: 
"I heard early In the morn- 


Ing that the strikers were going to march 
to the breaker at Latimer and compel 
the men there to quit work. 
I resolved 


tu intercept them and if possible prevent 
them from reaching the breaker. 
One 


of my deputies told me that the strikers 
would probably be heavily armed. 
1 


got my deputies, 70 in number, to meet 
at a certain place. They were all armed. 
I told them to kep cool under oil cir- 
cumstanoc's. 


"Tire trouble began at 3 o'clock. 
I 


met the marching- column. 
I halted 


them and read the proclamation. 
They 


refused to pay any attention and start- 
ed to resume their march. 
Then I 


called to the leader to stop. 
He ignored 


my order. 
1 then attempted to arrest 


him. 
The strikers then closed in on 


me. 
They acted very viciously, reviling 


and kicking me, knocking me down and 
trampling, upon me. 
I called upon my 


deputies to aid me, and they did so, but 
they were unable to accomplish much. 


"1 realized that something had to be 


done at once, or I would be killed. I 
called to the deputies to discharge their 
firearms into the air over the heads of 
the strikers, as it might probably 
fnghten them. It was done at once, but 
it had no effect whatever on the iniXiri- 
ated foreigners, who used me so much 
tho rougher and became fiercer 
and 


fiercer—more like v\ild beasts than hu- 
man beings. The strikers then made a 
stall bolder move and endeavored to sur- 
round my entire force of deputies. I 
fully realized that the foreigners were a 
desperate Jot and valued life at a very 
small figure. I also saw that parleying 
with such a gang of infuriated men was 
entirely out of the question, as they were 
too excited to listen to reason, and that 
myself and U*puties would be killed if 
we were not rescued, or it we did not de- 
fend o\ii-Felv<?s. I then called upon the 
deputies to defend themselves and shoot, 
if they must, to protect their lives or to 
protect the property that they had been 
E-ent to guard from being demolished. 


"The next second there were a few 


scattered shots fired Into the infuriated 
foreigners, and a moment later the en- 
tire force of deputies discharged a solid 
volley into the crowd. I hated to give 
the command to shoot aud was awfuliy 
sorrj* that I was compelled to do so. I 
was there to do my duty, and I dM it as 
best I knew how and as my conscience 
dictated, as the strikers were violating 
the laws of the 
commonwealtli 
and 


flatly refused to obey the proclamation 
that I read to them. They instead in- 
sisted on dclng violence and disobeying 
thr> laws. 


"The scene after the shooting was 


simply terrible, and T would have will- 
ingly not had it occur; hut as a public 
official I was there to see that the law 
was obeyed and lived up tn, and I merely 
did my duty. Some of the foreigners 
fell over dead and others badly wound- 
ed; some were rushing about hither and 
thither seeking a place where they v> otild 
be shielded from any more shots; others 
were aiding their wounded companions 
to places of safety, while here and there 
could l>e seen men carrying away some 
one who was badly injured or else dead. 
The entire crowd of foreigners, as soon 
iis the volley had been fired by my depu- 
ties, turned and started to retreat. They 
rushed off in all directions as fast as they 
could run, taking as many of thoir dead 
and wounded with them as they wore 
able to carry during their hurried re- 
treat. The excitement at the time was 
simply terrible, and I would not care to 
ever go through another ordeal of the 
same kind for a fortune." 


Tn another interview Sheriff Martin 


said he first met the inarching miners at 
West Hazleton. He asked them wh^re 
they -\\ere going, and they replied, "We 
are going to Latimer to get tlie men ftut 
there." Then the sheriff and 70 deputies, 
armed with Winchesters and revolvers, 
boarded a trollej' car for Latimer. and, 
inarching down the public road, headed 
off the marching columns of Poles and 
Hungarians, 
According to 
Martin's 


story, when the strikers reached the 
line of deputies he ordered them to halt 
and disperse. One of tiie Hungarians 
said in broken English: "Go to hell, you 


." Martin then attempted 


to arrest the man who made the remark, 
and. as he claims, was fiercely assaulted 
by the man's friends. Then the firing 
began. Mr. Martin was asked during 
the intervisw: 


"When you met the men were they 


on company property or on the public 
road?" 


He replied: "No, they were on the 


public road." 


"Were they marching toward Lati- 


mer?" 


"Yes." 
"Had they up to that time committed 


any overt act or acted otherwise than 
peaceable?" 


"No." 
"Why, then, did you order the depu- 


ties to fiie?" 


"I did not order the deputies to firo; 


pome one else did that. First came a 
single shot and then a volley. I gave no 
order." 


"How many men were killed?" 
"There were 12 dead when I left and 


about 40 wounded.'^ 


"Were any of your men hurt?" 
"One of my deputies was shot through 


the arm."

Useful Gift for a Bachelor. 


"Pity 'tis, 'tis true," that often our 


poor bachelor friends must sew on 
their own buttons in cases of emer- 
gency, and the good angel who pro- 
vides these unfortunates with the nec- 
essary implements and appliances will 
confer a favor that will call down un- 
numbered blessings on her head. A 
man wants a thing that is easy to 
get at, and does not require much 
search, and nothing seems to 
meet 


these requirements as well as the 
bachelors' baskets described in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 


First, the basket should be plain in 


appearance—quite mannish in fact— 
so as not to suggest a leminine be- 
longing; round and open, not having 
any top, and the appointments should 
be simple and without 
decoration. 


The colors should be chosfen with a 
view to the man's preferences regard- 
ing college or club life.

BATS AMD HANDLES 


Women Armed With Them at an Evic- 


tion. 


UNDID THE WORK OF DEPUTIES, 


Latter Returned and Enforced 


the Law's Decree. 


Plttsburp, Sept, 10.—The work of 


evicting the striking miners at Plum 
Creek and Clarksville was begun yes- 
terday, and as the result of two evic- 
tions serious trouble was threatened by 
a mob of women, armed with clubs and 
baseball bats, who were awaiting tho 
arrival of Superintendent DeArmitt and 
the deputy sheriffs. Sixteen 
deputies 


evicted Ja.rr.es JlcCabe and his family 
from one of the company houses at Plum 
Creek. Little resistance was oflered at 
the time, but as soon as the house had 
been emptied and the furniture piled up 
in the middle of the street the women 
gathered in front of the house of the 
evicted family. Immediately after the 
deputies had gone the women forced an 
entrance to th? house and carried the 
furniture back. 
Desperate 
resistance 


will be offered in case a second attempt 
Is made to 
evict 
the family. Three 


hours later thp 10 deputies arrived at 
Clarkavill'e and evicted John Puke and 
his family. The same tactics were re- 
sorted to there after the deputies bad 
completed their work. The furniture 
\vas carried into the house again, and 
Puke, his family and several friends have 
installed themselves and 
propose 
to 


make trouble for th* 
71 deputies if they 


ag-a'n attempt to evict them. Tho depu- 
ties sent for Superintendent DeArmitt. 
The news of his coming spread 
like 


wildfire, and the women of Clarksville 
sathered outside Puke's home. They 
were all armed in one way or another, 
and were sufficiently aroused to attack 
the deputies when the latter should re- 
turn. 


Subsequently Superintendents Samuel 


C. and Thomas B De Armitt, together 
with Deputy Sheriff Samuel Young and 
a posse of 25 special deputies, appeared, 
and tho eviction was donls all over again. 
A party of 20 women from the neigh- 
borhood had gathered, and nearly all o£ 
the striking- miners from Camp Isola- 
tion were present. They jeered the De 
A.rmltts. The women ^ ere armed with 
baseball hats and pick handles. They 
conducted themselves In such a belliger- 
ent manner that the De Armitts were 
glad to remain within doors \\hile the 
eviction was being done. Thomas B. 
De Armitt came out on the porch and 
asked the men and women if they wotiM 
permit him to make a few 
remarks. 


They consented to hear what he had to 
say, and he entered into an explanation 
of the contracts which the miners had 
made with the company, the purpose 
being to show that the company was not 
doing more than it had a right to do. 
He said the men had only themselves to 
blame for their troubles, for they had 
allowed themselves to be led. and their 
leaders had simply "sold" them out 
again. Mr. De Armitt concluded by in- 
viting Uriah Billingham, leader of the 
striking miners at Plum Creek, to reply 
to his charges. 


Mr. Billingham accepted the invitation, 


and the result was a period of warmth 
that threatened to become a riot. He 
wound up his remarks by denouncing 
Thomas H. De Armitt as a "grinning 
liar." 


Cheers came from the assembled min- 


ers and women, and Deputy Shetlff 
Young came frcm the house. Young 
essayed to place Billingham under ar- 
rest, but the striking miners moved for- 
ward to the support of their leader, and 
Young concluded not to make the ar- 
rest. Billingham succeeded in getting 
the strikers to return to their camp.

A hearing on the exceptions in the 


O'Neil murder case was given Friday 
forenoon at Boston by Chief Justice Mason 
and Justice Sheldon of the superior court, 
and after modification the exceptions 
were allowed and will go before the 
supreme court for argument. The state 
was represented by Attorney-General 


i Knowltoa and 
Lawyer Frederick 
L. 


Greene of Greenfield. O'Neil was repre- 
sented by his counsel, Beer & Dowlln. Mr. 
Beer opened his argument by saying tnat 
they had set out the testimony which was 
objected to. He then went on to review 
at length the points, his brief being much 
different 
in form than that already 


printed, but making the main pointa 
about the same, the most stress being 
laid upon the possibility that Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud might have spent the money In 
some other place than la Shelburne Falls 
or Buckland, and that there was no testi- 
mony to identify the money shown by 
O'Neil with that owned by Mrs. McCloud. 


Attorney-General Knowlton replied for 


the commonwealth, showing wherein he 
thought that the bill of exceptions pre- 
sented by the defendant was defective and 
making suggestions for its 
material 


amendment. As to the possibility of her 
having spent the money ont of town the 
state argued that there was uncontradic- 
ted evidence to show that Mrs. McCloud 
was in her home Thursday evening, Jan- 
uary 7, the forenoon of Friday, January 8, 
and the afternoon of January 8, that she 
spent Thursday night in her own house 
with Iier 
daughter and that there 


was no evidence that she was absent 
at anytime between the receipt of 
the checks aboutlo'clockThursday after- 
noon and the time of her 
death 


except 
during ber visit to the vil- 


lage. In regard to the possibility that 
money might have been taken from the 
handbag while it was unguarded after the 
discovery of the murder, the attorney-gen- 
eral said that there was no evidence that 
any person passed along the highway 
while the bag was on the piazza. The bag 
was examined very shortly after she had 
picked it up by the mother and the med- 
ical examiner ana there was found in it a 
purse containing eight cents in the bot- 
tom of the bag. The bag and its contents 
remained afterward in tee custody of the 
medical examiner and there was no evi- 
dence that an}1 person, except as stated, 
touched the bag, or was in the room 
where it was, until it waa delivered to 
the medical examiner. 


Attorney-General Knowlton said that 


even if the defense did criticise the gov- 
ernment because its evidence was too re- 
mote, the prevailing 
party, the one 


against whom exceptions are taken, was 
entitled to have the material circum- 
stances on both the day before the mur- 
der and on that day, counted on its side. 
With the narrowing of the objections of 
the defense as he proposed, he would sub- 
mit the case to the court. Mr. Beer said 
that he did not consent to the common- 
wealth's proposed amendments to the ob- 
jections. The attorney-general was in 
error when he limited the objsctiono to 
the remoteness of the circumstantial evi- 
dence. If there was to be any change in 
the statements by the commonwealth, he 
should ask to incorporate in his objections 
all the testimony, in both the direct and 
cross-examinations, impeaching the wit- 
nesses of the government, including court 
records. 


Chief Justice Mason replied that he 


could make a brief statement without put- 
ting in the court's records. Facts tend- 
ing to discredit the government witnesses 
could be set iorth concisely. It was just 
as easy to "Jay that a man was in the state- 
prison for chicken stealing as to put in 
all the court records to that effect and 
lumber up the proceedings. The chief 
justice also said regarding the additional 
facts desired to be inserted by Attorney- 
General Knowlton, that he was of the 
opinion that the attorney general was en- 
titled to have these things inserted as lar 
as they were sustained by the record of 
the trial. He asked the two sides to get 
together and make use of both briefs for 
an amended brief, and to submit to the 
court an agreed draft of facts. It could 
be done in a few hours; the court would 
take a recess until they were ready, and 
there would never be a better time. The 
court stenographer was at their service. 
So the two sides went to work to com- 
pose their agreed statement of facts. 


The four lawyers worked steadily, with 


the exception of the time for lunch, till 
nearly 6 o'clock. The two justices were 
waiting for them in their adjoining room. 
When the amended bill of exceptions as 
agreed upon was ready, they went into 
the justices' room, and it was read by Mr 
Beer. Chief Justice Mason criticisad the 
statement that the evidence was "circum- 
stantial," and at his suggestion the bill 
was modified so that the statement reads 
as below. When the reading was finished, 
the bill was approved and signed by the 
justices present. Judge Fessenden is ex- 
pected to sign in Greenfield. 


The exceptions if passed upon by Judge 


Sheldon will then go to the supreme 
court. A hearing will beset by the su- 
preme court at which the exceptions will 
be argued. If the exceptions are allowed 
by the supreme court it will mean anew 
trial and probably the acquittal of O'Noil, 
as the money part of the case will be left 
out—thus weakening the government's 
side very materially,

THEY HAVE TAKEN NO STEPS, 


Central Labor Union Called in Consul- 


tation. 
Dissatisfied 
Weavers 


Have No Executive Head. 


Boston Officials Have 


Not Arrived. 


The striking weavers of the Eclipse and 


Beaver mills held a meeting Friday even- 
ing in Hibernian hall on Eagle street to 
discuss the situation. An invitation was 
sent to the Central labor union and dele- 
gates from that body attended the 
weavers' conference. 
There is no pro- 


gress to report. No officials of the Tex- 
tile workers association has visited the 
city and no action towards a settlement of 
the strike has been taken. 


The operatives appear to be disorgan- 


ized and have no correct conception of 
what to do. Their alleged grievance has 
not been reduced to presentable form and 
laid before the company. Up to this time 
the company has not been informed by 
the weavers the reason of their going out 
or what their demands are. The stories 
of the alleged cuts are so conflicting that 
it is impossible to get at anything intelli- 
gible about the situation. Some operatives 
were up from Ad ami last night and gave 
their experience, claiming that they were 
paid much higher wages for their work 
than the operatives of the Elipse and 
Beaver mills. 


It has been suggested to the strikers 


that they organize themselves and choose 
committee! authorized to act. They will 
probably follow this advice and a confer- 
snce between the committee and the com- 
pany is likely to follow. The officers of 
the Textile Workers' union will probably 
take a hand in the matter and deter- 
mine 
whether 
the 
strikers 
have 


any 
real 
grievance. 
The 
matter 


will either remain as it Is until organiza- 
tion is perfected or it will blow over in a 
day or two. A number are of the opinion 
that many of the operatives will return to 
work Monday and that the affair will then 
end. 


As the matter now stands no one knows 


what the grievance is. The strikers them- 
selves have not defined it, nor have they 
come to any conclusions what to demand. 
The stories told by the operatives are very 
conflicting.

because the new Main street bridge is 
not in place. According to the contract, 
the bridge was to be completed Septem- 
ber 1. The abutments are ready and the 
city is waiting on the pleasure of the con- 
tractors. 


The department ,of public works 


much disturbed over the fact that the 
bridge is not completed and open for 
travel. The department gave the contract 
to the Berlin Bridge company of East 
Berlin, Conn., a reputable and responsible 
company. 
According to the terms of 


the contract the bridge was to have been 
completed September 1, For every day 
the bridge was delayed beyond its con- 
tract time the company was to forfeit ?25 


The matter has been placed in the hands 


of City Solicitor Thayer, who has pro- 
ceeded to take care of the city's interests 
in the case. The bridge company will be 
prodded into action or something will fol- 
low. It is understood that the bridge 
materials have not yet been shipped. The 
city is in no way responsible for the de- 
lay, and the officials are sorry the work 
could not have proceeded in regular 
course so that the public would now be 
enjoying the new structure instead of be- 
ing forced to put up with the very unsat- 
isfactory conditions that now exist. 


WINTER FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Fitchburg Directors Are Consider- 


ing the Ex-Northern Pacific Man. 


In the long list of candidates that have 


either personally applied for the position 
made vacant by the death of President 
Marcy of the Fitohburh Railroad com- 
pany or have been mentioned as a suita- 
ble person for this important office, says 
the Boston Herald, no reference has here- 
tofore been made to E. W. Winter, ex-

His 
next important office was that of presi- 
dent of the Northern Pacific.
